The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  an  abridged  form  according 
to  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Diphtheria  I,  munisation. 

The  seventh  scheme  for  the  mass  immunisation  of  school¬ 
children  was  carried  out  in  July,  November  and  December  v/hen 
370  children  werp  protected  against  Diphtheria. 

263  children  under  school  age  were  immunised  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinics. 

At  the  51st  Decemhor,  1945,  the  number  of  school  children 
immunised  was  86.6/5. 

Numbers  under  5  years  of  age  given  by  the  County  Authority 
worked  out  at  75. 3'; 

In  addition  768  children  of  school  age  received  the 
reinforcing^  protection  at  an  interval  of  4  years. 

Infect ioi^s  Diseasea. 

I  have  to  record  a  slight  decrease  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  a  substantial  decrease  in  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. 


50  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  63  in  1944.

There  are  quite  a  niu.,ib..r  of  privies  etc,,  existing  at 
outlyii\g  farms  etc,,  v/hero  v/ater  supplies  are  available,  but 
not  sev;ers,  and  I  think  that  wrlth  a  little  oo-oporation  between 
the  ovners  of  the  properties  and  the  Council,  the  forjiier  could 
bo  persuaded  to  instal  small  sowrigo  sottling  and  filtering  p-lants 
to  enable  watorolosots  to  bo  installed  v/hicli  are  very  essential 
at  far.ms  wiicro  fairly  large  quantities  of  mike  are  being  produced; 
similar  vjor]:  has  been  carried  out  in  the  past  at  Arcot  liall, 
Cramlington  and  The  Avenue  Canteen,  Seaton  Dolaval  and  a  schomo 
is  in  progress  to  drain  tho  lining  Offices,  Backworth,  together 
with  Park  Side  House  and  Moor  Viev/,  Bacluworth. 

The  tlnree  promises  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph  are 
running  overfJ-ows  f3:ora  cesspools  into  tho  Brier  Dene  stream,  but 
so  far  as  I  dm  aware  there  are  no  other  such  cases  in  this 
Distri ct. 


The  local  colliorios  continue  to  pour  into  tho  Brior  Dene  and 
Seat  on  Burn  stroams  faj.rly  large  quantities  of  coal  v/ashinf:  plant 
effluent  i/hicii  deposits  silt  in  tho  strcauis  'with  the  result  that 
the  Seaton  Burn  in  particulo. r  is  almost  constantJ.y  black  in 
appearance  ajid  apart  from  spoiling  tho  .'nonitics  of  this  District 
do  the  scuae  in  the  areas  of  the  ad;jolnii\g  authorities  through 
\/hich  the  streams  flov/  on  their  way  to  tho  North  Soa. 

One  of  the  above  companies  is  preparing  plans  for  a  fairly 
loj.*go  precipitation  and  settling  plant  in  an  endeavour  to  recover 
all  the  coal  dust  sludge  and  pOTticles  from  the  coal  washing 
plant  effluent,  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  the  other  tuvo  companies 
can  be  pGrsuadod  to  oroct  similar  recovery  P-lants  with  the  result 
that  tho  tv/o  main  v/atcr  courses  within  tho  district  will  flov/ 
once  more  with  crystal  clear  v/ater. 

One  local  couipa-g/  has  a  barluja  sulphate  recovery  plant  v/hich 
used  to  pass  a  very  dense  v/hite  effluciit  into  the  Brier  Done 
streaiii  but  due  to  continual  pressure  from  the  'fmalth  Department 
I  am  happy  to  relate  that  the  company  has  seen  fit  to  precipitate 
the  effluent  v/ith  barium  carbonlto  and  so  extract  almost  ICOy 
sulphate,  the  p. resent  eflD.uont  flo'v/s  into  a  very  liirgo  settling 
pond  with  the  result  that  the  effluont  discharging  into  the 
s  t r G am  is  clear.

fluid  containing  the  usual  D.D.T,

is  manned  by  one  man  onlyo 

One  spare  motor  vehicle  is  maintained  and  is  used  to  augment 
winter  collections  and  in  case  of  breakdown  or  maintenance  work 
on  other  vehicles,  great  difficulty  was  ojcperiencod  during  the 
year  to  obtain  spare  parts  and  tyres  to  kaep  the  vebicles  on  the 
road;  the  greatest  difficuly  was  with  the  two  old  typo 
Thornycroft  vehicles  which  are  deemed  to  be  obsolete  by  the 
makers,  those  vohiolos  should  bo  replaced  as  early  as  possible 
by  modern  vehicles  and  a  steady  policy  of  replacement  (according 
to  housing  development)  carried  out  imtil  four  or  five  4/5  tons 
carrying  capacity  vehicles  are  obtained.
